The Lieutenant Governor in Cotincil 
congrätulates Major Geseral Nightingall 
on the Successful accomplisbment of all 
the objects of the Expedition, and requestò 
that he will accept his córdial aëknow- 
ledgments for the judicious ard effectuat 
measures adopted during its’ progress. 
Actual hostilities were happily avcrted at 
Bali, by the timely submission of thé 
Chiefs. And notwithstanding it becaine 
indespensible that recourse should be had 
to (hem at Macassar, it is highly satisface 
tory to reflect that the toss sustained on 
the part of the British Croops has been 
comparatively triffing when cóntrasted 
with the important objects attained—the 
result reflects as much credit on the 
eminent skill and judgment ot the Com- 
mansler, as on the discipline and bravery 
of the 'Proops. ’
